United Church Of Christ 
Adopts Official Emblem 




An official emblem for the United 
Church of Christ has been adopted by 
the denomination's Executive Council. 
The Device signifies the kingship of 
the Risen Christ over all the world. 

The emblem features a cross sur- 
mounted by a crown above an orb re- 
presenting the world. It is based on the 
traditional Christian symbol known as 
the Cross of Victory or the Cross Tri- 
umphant. On the perimeter is the name 
of the church and the text: "That they 
may all be one/' 

The cross is white on a blue back- 
ground with a red crown and white 
lettering. The orb is divided into three 
parts to signify the command of the 
Lord to his Disciples: "You shall be 
my witnesses in Jerusalem and in all 
Judea and Samaria and to the end of 
the earth." 

The new-old Church of Christ began 
operations as a major Protestant de- 
nomination in 1961 when a constitu- 
tion was adopted uniting the Evangel- 
ical and Reformed Church and the 
Congregational Christian churches. 
But its history goes back to the 17th 
century when the Pilgrim Fathers 
founded their churches in the New 
England wilderness. The United Chur- 
ch has 2,054,656 members in 6,936 
churches throughout the United States.

The United Church Has 
Second Year Curriculum 

Churches entering their second year 
with the United Church Curriculum 
will note a major difference of accent 
in the courses of study. Whereas the 
stress in the first year was upon the 
life, learning and destiny of the indi- 
vidual person as he seeks his own 
identity and is confronted with the 
person of Jesus Christ, the accent this 
second year is upon the story, pil- 
grimage and purpose of God's people 
and th e place of the individual within 
the Christian fellowship. Among other 
things the Curriculum will seek to give 
meaning to the affirmation in our 
Statement of Faith, "He calls us into 
his church to accept the cost and joy 
of discipleship." Every person in every 
church using the Curriculum will face 
the opportunity to join with fellow 
disciples to: explore their mutual an- 
cestry in the faith, discover God's ways 
of dealing with men in times past, see 
themselves as part of an on-going pil- 
grim people, join in discerning God's 
action in men's midst today, move forth 
together in a venture of faith and obe- 
dience in response to God and on be- 
half of all men. 

Learning to be "God's Own People" 
is the major accent of the second-year 
program of the Curriculum. It offers 
no slick solutions nor too simple an- 
swers. But for those who will face 
reality, it promises a real engagement 
with real people facing real issues, and 
seeking light not alone in the present, 
but from the deep reaches of their 
spiritual past. 

In the first semester the theme is 
"Responding to God's Love." Stress is 
upon the Bible, especially the Old 
Testament, exploring both history and 
message. Grades 3-8 become acquaint- 
ed with certain biblical ancestors and 
their importance for today. Pre-school 
and primary children discover their 
own ties with the Christian community. 
Middle and senior highs survey the 
Bible for its central message and 
meaning, and its place in our history. 
Adults search Scripture to re-examine 
the life and organization of their 
churches. All will discover dimensions 
of common life as God's people, re- 
sponding to His living Word. 

Sample copies of the curriculum 
are available for loan from the con- 
vention office.

Veterans Of The Cross 

For its sixty-third year The Christ- 
mas Fund makes its appeal to keep 
faith with the Veterans of the Cross.
